Engineer Burke and Conductor Moste, 
started eastward as soon as the 
first section of the immigrant train 
had passed the switch at Babcock. A 
light snow was falling which increased 
the darkness of the morning arid as 
the freight train was rounding a sharp 
curve just west of Woodville, the sec- 
ond section of the immigrant train 
came in sight a short distance away, 
tearing toward Chicago at the rate of 
40 miles an hour.
